This year Mr. Conroy has 
not so much money with him although 
his bag contains a goodly. number of 
shekels with which he, will satisfy the 
demands of the redskins of the north 
for another twelvemonth. 

Mr. Conroy will go as far north as 
Hay river on Great Slave.lake, this 
summer, a point about .1000 miles 
north of the city. He will be absent 
until. September. He does not pay

DEVELOPING THE ZEBRA AS THE 
IDEAL DRAUGHT ANIMAL IN AFRICA 


The horse has another rival besides 
the automobile. It is the zebra—that 
striped beauty of the wilds, that for so 
long a time was reputed to be untam- 


able, Kxperiment has shown that it 
can be broken to harness. This applies 
to zebras proper, but even better re- 
sults than from these are expected as 
iresull of the crossing of zebras with 
various Lypes of horses, resulting in a 
hybrid combining the hardiness of the 
zebra and its ability to thrive in a cli- 
mate unsuiled to the horse with the 
syperior qualitics’of the latter animal 
as a beast of burden under good con- 
ditions. 

Recent Iellers received by me from 
abroad throw interesting light upon 
the development of the last two or 
three years along these lines by those 
ost inlerested in the effort to pro- 
iuce the ideal animal for draught pur- 
noses in countries where the use of the 
lorse has been -found to be imprac- 
‘icable—notably in the ‘fly country," 
is it is oalled, and in fact in Central 
\frica generally. If these experiments 
prove successful—and there is every 
indication that they will—the problem 
of carrying camp equipage and sup- 
Plies in haficountry will have received 
4 practleal solution and the planning of 
campaigns there will be simplified 
greatly. Mor this reason the British 
foreign office and military authorities 
senerally have been displaying great 
interest in this subject and are keeping 
close track of every forward — step 
made in the effort to develop the per- 
feot animal for their special uses. 

One of the leading animal import- 
«8, breeders and trainers of Europe 
wrote in e letter not long ago: 

“An intcresting experiment was re- 
seatly made by Professor Ewart, of 
Edinburgh—the crossing of a male 
Chapman zebra with different breeds 
of horses, from a Shetland pony up to 
a heavy cart horse. I have bought 
trom Professor Ewart two zebra 
horses, the one foaled by an American 
trotting mare, the other by a small 
uglish cart horse. Judging by results 
np to-date, which have been more than 
satisfactory, these experiments — will 
Jead, I think, to a revolution in breed- 
ing mules, for the zebra crossed with 
horses gives better results than breed- 
ing mules from jacks, 

The zebra is an. animal with more 
fife and possesses greater endurance, 
Formorly it'‘was very difficult to get 
the zebras from which to breed, but 
they are now caught for me in any 
number, They are worth about $750 
apiece, delivered in New York. 


Zezras have been plentiful in the 
animal markets of the world only for 
the last four or five years, since the 
discovery of astonishing herds of them 
on the plains that lie south of Albert 
Nyanza and Albert Edward = Nyanza, 
and on the plateaus between the great 
lakes generally. It is said that they 
may be seen there feeding like ponies 
in a field and that they have almost, no 
fear of man, as many of the tribes in- 
habiting the district are only veget- 
able feeders and do not even dig pit- 
falls for the abounding game 

It was this abundance of natural 
wild) horse in the district which 
prompted Mr. R. Stordy, M. R.C. V.S., 
to forward to the British foreign office 
a detailed recommendation now on file 
there suggesting the domestication of 
che animals for draught purposes. 

The first need is that some hardy 
animal larger than a donkey be found, 
The constitutions of all zebras is aston- 
ishingly robust, They are naturally 
dwelles upon high plains and dy moun- 
tains, and though their natural habitat 
is in the fly haunted veldt of Bastern 
Central Africa, in temperate zones they 
live oul of doors through the win- 
ter without suffering the slightest 
harm, Professor Ewart's zebra hyb- 
rids were more hardy than ponies and 
thrived under exposure the year round 
in the Peatland Hills of England, 

Neither the idea nor the fact of tam- 
ing zebras is new, but it is only of re- 
cent years that systematic efforts to- 
wards the scientific breeding of the 
most perfect type of zebra hybrids 
have been made. In the middle of the 
last century half broken zebras were 
sometimes seen for sale in Cape Town, 
with a rider mounted to show that 
they were broken. It is said that they 
were exported to Mauritius for fraught 
purposes, 

The experiment has been tried with 
complete success in’ England. Mr. 
Walter Rothschild's team, three zebras 
and a pony, was fairly well broken, 
though perhaps the animals were not 
all that could be desired in the stable. 
Barnum has a team of four zebra 
mares that were as quic! as so many 
sheep. The, writer has.seen them when 
waiting for their turn in the perform- 
ance, where they drew a car. They 
Were in pairs, ready harnessed in thee 
Stalls. All four were standing quietly 
with no one near them, not fidgeting 
in their harness or pawing the ground 
as some of the ponies were.

The 
second item, which might be termed 
a by-product, is bran, composed of the

Toronto, Ont, May 4.—The ques- 
tions respecting the attitude of 
the Roman Catholic Church toward 
marriages between members of that 
Church and mixed marriages solemn- 
ized by ecclesiastics of other denom- 
inations were answered in the house by 
ir Allan Aylesworth. 

The minister of justice said that 
beyong such articles as had appeared 
in the newspapers and other — refer- 
ences to the subject, neither the gov- 
ernment nor any department of the 
government had any knowledge that 
the Roman Catholic Church and the 
courts of the province of Quebec de- 
clined to recognize as Valid a mar- 
riage of two Roman Catholics cele- 
brated by a clergyman not belonging 
to the Roman Catholic church. Neither 
was the government nor any depart- 
ment aware that ecclesiastics of the 
Roman Catholic Church had declared 
invalid any mixed marriage, not cele- 
brated by a Roman Catholic priest, 
Under the British North America Act, 
he said, the subject of marriasye. and, 
divorce ‘was one upon whic the par- 
Hament of Canada might legisiale, bit 
everything relating to the soleniniz.- 
tion of matrimony was under tiie con- 
trol of the provneial legislatures as 
avthorities, 

Provinces Must Act 

Col. Hughes asked if it was the in- 
tention of the government to enact 
legislation to make al marriages per- 
formed in Canada by any official or 
officials, recognized in any province, 
legal throughout Canada; if the gov- 
ernment would make it a criminal of- 
fence for any person to promulgate 
any dogma or rule of any ecclesias- 
tleal organization casting doubt upon 
the validity of marriages perform- 
ed by any official recognized as en- 
titled to perform marriages, and, if It 
was the intention of the government 
to declare valid all marriages of two 
Catholics solemnized’ by Protestant 
clergymen in Quebec or in any other 
province. 

To these questions the minister of 
justice replied: ‘“ Legislation of the 
character indicated would appear to 
relate only to the persons by whom, 
the the «ceremony* by which, mar- 
riage would be solemnized.

HEALTH OFFIGER - 
MAKES. REPORT 


Forty Cases of Scarlet Fever in 
City During the. Month 
of April. 


ee

According to the report of the medi- 
cal health officer there were cighty- 
three cases of infectious diseases in 
the city during the month of April and 
or that number eighteen patients con- 
tracted the disease vutside of the cily 
limits. Of all the infectious diseases 
recorded during the month scarlet fe- 
ver holds the record with 27 cases 
contracted inside the city limits and 
{3 outside. There were twenty-one 
cases of measles, one each of dip- 
theria and erysipelas and flve each of 
German measles, and chickenpox. At 
the present time there are ten resi- 
dences in the city under quarantine, six, 
for scarlet fever, one for measles and 
three for chicken pox. 

During the month 41 premises rep- 
resenting 100 rooms were disinfected’ 
by members of the health oficer’s 
staff. 

The vital statistics show that there 
is no reason for alarm so far as race 
suicide is concerned as during the 
month there were 47 births, 48 mar- 
riages and only 16 deaths. 

The dairy inspector in his report to 
the medical health officer states that 
during the month he visited ‘and’ in- 
spected 16 dairies which with few ex- 
ceptions he found to be in very satis- 
factory condition. During the month 
thirty-four applications for dairy  li- 
censes were received of which twenly- 
sgven have been recommended.
